Burger fails to halt 
postage stamp hike 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Mailing a letter costs three cents more today - 13 
cents Chief Justice Warren Burger refused to grant a last-minute reprieve and 
allowed a postal rate increase to become effective at 12 01 a m local time 
across the country 
At 6:10 p m EST Tuesday Burger denied a plea by bulk mailers to block the 
increase indefinitely. He issued no opinion, merely noting on the mailers' ap­ 
peal the word "denied 
Officially, the average 26 per cent increase on all classes of domestic mail is 
only temporary, pending a ruling by the independent Postal Rate Commission 
on what rates should be made permanent 
Such a ruling is not likely until at least June, accor ding to Postal Service of­ 
ficials In the past, the rate commission has taken up to 22 months to act. 
The Postal Service says it needs the additional income to help offset a 
projected 12 6 billion deficit for the current fiscal year It is losing $225 million 
a month. 
Seventeen states, an association of bulk mailers and the Easter Seal Society 
all filed lawsuits seeking to prevent the rate increase Federal District Judge 
John Sirica enjoined the hike, which was originally set to begin last Sunday. 
Monday, the U S Court of Appeals lifted the injunction Tuesday, the heavy 
mail users asked Burger to reinstate Sirica’s order. Burger waited six hours 
before delivering his decision. 
The bulk mailers told Burger the Postal Service had violated its own 
procedures in winning permission from its board of governors to file the in­ 
crease proposal with the rate commission. 
Slaying of CIA agent 
brings death threats 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The slaying 
of CIA agent Richard Welch has brought 
a death threat against five persons and a 
contention that burying him in Arlington 
National Cemetery is an insult to dead 
servicemen. 
The two issues arose as preparations 
were made to give Welch full military 
honors at his burial Friday. 
The FBI said it was investigating a 
threat, delivered by note to a Houston 
television 
station the day after 
Christmas, to kill presidential candidate 
Fred Harris. Sen 
Frank Church. D- 
Idaho. Reps. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., and 
Ronald Dellums, D-Calif.. and magazine 
editor Tim Butz. 
Robert Franck, special agent in 
charge ot the Houston FBI office, said a 
man walked into the office of station 
KDOG-TV in Houston Dec. 26. left the 
note with a secretary and walked out. 
Franck said the note was from 
"Veterans Against Communist Sym­ 
pathizers.” 
"It just said it was a new organization 
to step forth in America and was con­ 
demning to death all communists in 
America for their part in Mr. Welch’s 


death.” Franck said 
An FBI spokesman in Washington con­ 
firmed the agency was investigating but 
said no arrest has been made 
Church and Pike head congressional 
committees looking into CIA activities 
Dellums is on Pike’s committee. 
Butz w orks for the m agazin e 
"Counterspy,” which identified Welch 
last year as CIA station chief in Peru 
Welch was sent to Greece later and was 
slain outside his Athens residence Dec. 
23. 
Anne McAfee, a Harris campaign 
worker in Austin, Tex., said she sup­ 
posed Harris was threatened because 
"he is known as a person opposed to mul­ 
tinational corporations.” 
Thomas Walker, commander-in-chief 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, said 
that although Welch’s death is tragic, 
"interment in Arlington, as in all 
national cemeteries, should be for those 
uniformed servicemen who answered the 
call of their country in time of need.’’ 
Making an exception in Welch’s case is 
"unjust and an insult to the dead ser­ 
vicemen who fought in battle for their 
country.” Walker said. 
Gunmen terrorize Beirut 
despite party agreement 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Gun duels 
between Christian and Moslem militias 
terrorized downtown Beirut today 
despite an agreement to begin clearing 
the streets. 
A sjate radio announcer appealed for 
peace saying that citizens trapped in 
their homes were "dying a slow death” 
from starvation. 
Police said at least 17 persons were 
killed and about 30 wounded over the 
past 48 hours, raising the casualty toll in 
nine months of civil war to nearly 6,650 
dead and 14,100 wounded. 
Gunfire echoed through downtown 
Beirut throughout the morning as rival 
gangs traded fire around the main 
squares. In the suburbs and the uptown 
sector, however, the latest cease-fire 
was reported holding. 
Rival militias had agreed to begin 
withdrawing from the streets today. 
Police sources said the pullout was being 
carried out in some areas, but the down­ 
town shooting halted the pullback there. 
State radio announcer Sharif A1 
Akhawi appealed for peace "so that we 
may finally bury this sad and tragic year 
behind us and make 1976 a truly happy 
New Year.” 


He told of one man who sold his blood 
to buy bread for his starving family and 
gave so much that he collapsed and had 
to be given emergency transfusions. 
"Many similar citizens are dying a 
slow death in their homes because they 
cannot secure bread,” he said. 
Over-all, security began to improve in 
the capital following a sudden deteriora­ 
tion Tuesday when word of a political 
deadlock over a Syrian-backed peace 
plan spread. 


Davidson rules on 
city zoning matter 


Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson 
today said a planning commission action 
opening the door to radiator repair shops 
in commercial zones, was final and 
would not come before the City Council. 
At a meeting on Dec. 22, the commis­ 
sion ruled that a radiator repair shop 
was an acceptable use in the C-2 or com­ 
mercial zone with a conditional use per­ 
mit. The new shop will go into an ex­ 
isting service station at 219 E. Ocean 
Ave. 
A similar use which predates the zon­ 
ing ordinance, had previously been 
declared a non-conforming use and sub­ 
ject to being phased out in 14 years. 
In effect. Davidson’s decision says that 
the impact of the commission action on 
the zoning ordinance is not serious 
enough to require scru tin y and 
public hearing at the council level. 
Time for appealing the commission ac­ 
tion expires at 5 p.m Friday. Only those 
who own property within 300 feet of the 
new use can appeal the action, according 
to Davidson

Liberty Bell 
to be moved at 
party climax 


PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) - The 
Liberty Bell, symbol of American 
freedom, has a history of misfortune and 
workmen planning to move it at the 
climax of a New Year’s Eve party 
tonight were making sure they wouldn’t 
add to that tradition. 


The Bell, brought here from London in 
1752 to commemorate Pennsylvania’s 
50th anniversary, cracked during testing. 
When it was recast, it was found to have 
too much copper, which muted the tone 


On July 8,1776, it tolled during the first 
public reading of the Declaration of 
Independence A year later, it was taken 
to Allentown, Pa., when British forces 
were at the city’s gates and brought back 
after they departed. 


Until July 8. 1835. the bell hung here, 
not being tolled, just making itself 
famous But on that day, it cracked while 
tolling for the funeral procession of Chief 
Justice John Marshall. 
It pealed for the last time Feb. 23,1846. 
when it cracked again while being rung 
on the anniversary of George Wa­ 
shington’s birth 
Authorities now are making sure the 
the crack doesn’t become larger. 
"I think we re trying to be super- 
careful,” said Arthur Miller of the 
National Park Service. "We would not 
have considered moving the Bell if there 
was any basic danger in doing it.” 
About 50.000 persons were expected to 
be on hand tonight to see the Bell 
wheeled from Independence Hall, where 
it has been housed for 223 years, and 
taken 100 yards to a modem, more 
spacious pavilion designed to accom­ 
modate more bicentennial visitors. 
The Park Service and the Franklin In­ 
stitute. which were supervising the 
move, insisted the Bell would have no 
trouble completing the journey, to be 
conducted against a background of 
fireworks, martial music, the tolling of 
bells and a candlelight procession 


District names committee 
members for water study

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District Tuesday named 
legal counsel Stanley C. Hatch and 
engineering 
consultant Thomas M 
Stetson to represent them on a commit­ 
tee that will decide the character of a 
vital water study. 
Hie action came at a special meeting 
in Santa Ynez presided over by director 
Virgil Phelps in the absence of chairman 
William Laranjo. Phelps had suggested 
Hatch and directors Richard Henning 
and Henry Dettamanti agreed Joe Foss, 
the fifth director was absent 
Before the decision. Hatch said he 
would prefer that Stetson be the primary 
delegate on a special five-man commit­ 
tee, but that was not possible, he said 
because Stetson will be in Washington 
testifying before a congressional com­ 
mittee when most of the local water 
committee meetings take place. 
The water committee will consist of 
one representative from the water dis­ 
trict, one from the City of Lompoc, two 
from south coast water entities, and 
Charles Lawrance, engineer-manager of 
the County W ater Agency 
The city is expected to announce its 
representative during a regular meeting 
of the W ater Commission on Jan 8 All 
five comm ittee members are expected 
to be on hand Jan 28 in Solvang for a 


meeting of the County Advisory Water 
Committee. 
The question of who would represent 
the water district was the only item on 
the special meeting agenda, but Hatch 
chalked on a blackboard some of the 
questions he believes will be the key is­ 
sues to be studied by a water consultant, 
who is yet to be named The issues were 
conjunctive use. weather modification, 
w atershed 
m anagem ent, Cachum a 
enlargement and wastewater. 
The five-man committee format is an 
outgrowth of action by the full-scale ad­ 
visory com m ittee in Santa Barbara on 
Dec. 17. Members of the full com m ittee 
had balked at an outline by Lawrance on 
what the w ater consultant should study. 
Sentiment expressed at that time, par­ 
ticularly by south county officials was 
critical of the broad basis of Lawrance’s 
outline Lawrance, himself, now agrees 
that it was too broad, posing the pos­ 
sibility of costing a half m illion 
dollars. Others have estimated the study 
will cost anywhere from $100,000 to 
$200,000. 
The scope of the study may be a hotly 
contested factor, possibly because of the 
cost, but possibly for o ther m ore 
political reasons. Some south county en­ 
tities reportedly want to limit the scope 
by elim inating the factor of cloud 
seeding 
Hatch pointed out last night 
however that the historic factors of rain­ 


fall and related factors of runoff and 
water table levels, are obscured by the 
cloud seeding program that was con­ 
ducted in the upper Santa Ynez River 
area, 15 of the last 20 years The issue. 
Hatch said, was a vital preamble to 
studies of conjunctive use Conjunctive 
use. for those who don’t know involves a 
movement away from the historic 
livestream arrangem ent for releasing 
water downstream from Cachuma, and 
the development of new criteria 
All officials, including many in the 
north county feel the conjunctive use 
idea could prove to be beneficial for the 
north, but are reserving judgm ent 
pending a full-scale study 
It's to a 
proposal for that study and the employ­ 
ment of a consultant that the five-man 
committee will address itself 
Concerns about the scope of the study 
run deep One aspect that hadn't been 
aired publicly before, was broached last 
night by Lompoc City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, who attended the district 
meeting along with Joe Mixsell, member 
of the city water commission 
Davidson ♦ried to introduce the new 
note, but was denied the chance by 
Phelps who ruled it was outside the 
scope of the special meeting agenda 
Davidson said today, however, that he 
was counseling his client, the city, to opt 
for a study "as broad as necessary" in

"Regardless of the nominee 1 think I 
can win," he said 
Ford said, "We have a record I think 
it’s an impressive record 
I’m going to

in 1976 and his New Year’s resolutions

strengthening of spiritual and moral 
values among 215 million people 
— To resolve to do everything possible

In foreign policy. Ford reaffirmed U S 
detente policy with the Soviet Union but

Asked about detente, he said, "1 reaf­ 
firm it today I think what’s being done 
in Angola by the Soviets, in conjunction 
with the Cubans, is not constructive in 
the framework of detente

Impact monies received; 
no school borrowing seen

The federal government has 
caught up with its payment of 
imparted aid funds to Lompoc 
Unified School District, erasing 
the specter of borrowing to pay 
monthly bills. 
A rheck for $922.000 arrived 
in the district Monday covering 
the first installment of the $1 8 
million in Public Law 874 
monies authorized for the 1975- 
'76 fiscal year, according to Joe 
Carlin, district business 
manager 
Carlin said the money would 
make it unnecessary to 
"borrow'' from special reserve 
funds to help meet payrolls and 
other bills that amount to about 
$1 million monthly 
Monday's installment of P L 
874 monies brings the federal 
government up to date in the 
payments and will enable the 
district to get through until at 
least April without worrying 
about making ends meet. Carlin 
said 
A few months ago the federal 
government fell behind in the 
payments and the school board 
granted Supt Clarence Bloom 
permission to borrow from 
special reserve funds on a 
limited basis Bloom has not 
had to borrow any money thus 
far 
Monday's installment leaves 
a balance of $922.000 in P L 874 
monies due this year, but the 
district will receive only half of 
that amount 
Federal policy 
decrees that only 75 per cent of 
the authorized impacted 
monies can be paid during the 
fiscal year in which they are 
earned 
The gap frequently 
poses problems in cash flow 
Carlin said local property tax 
monies should be coming in 
before the April period when 
the latest installment of P L. 
874 monies begins to run out 
Meanwhile the special 
reserve funds including about 
$16 million in the so-called 
windfall monies continue to 
gather interest while on deposit 
with the County Schools 
Department. 
That situation may not last 
for long The school board has 
been considering spending 
some of the money for top 
priority items on a long list of 
proposals for one-time-only ex­ 
penditures Bloom has drawn 
up a list of priorities that would 
cost about $400.000 The lion’s 
share of his priorities cover ex­ 
penditures for vocational 
education 


A decision could come on Jan.

Excitement over remapping

redistriding — which goes into 
effect in mid-January with new 
district boundaries involving 
thousands of registered voters 
— is over Two supervisorial 
candidates were knocked out of 
two district races, and all five 
supervisor incumbents im­ 
proved their political positions 
for 1976 by getting more of their 
brand of voters 
Now comes the excitement 
of candidacies for supervisor in 
the First. Third and Fourth 
Districts, with the three incum­ 
bents still mum as to whether 
they will seek another term. 
Nothing much in this respect 
may happen until redistricting 
goes into effect, some feel, 
while others believe the 
floodgates could be opened by 
announcements of incumbents 
before then. 
But hovering in the wings is 
another crisis, of sorts, and it 
involves the makeup of the 
County Planning Commission, 
now having nine members, with 
four supervisors each having 
two appointees and Supervisor 
Robert E 
Kallman having 
only one Kallman wants the 
same number as each of the 
other supervisors, whether it is 
two appointments, or one. 
There is the possibility the 
planning body could wind up 
with 10 members next year — 
which might be unfortunate as 
deadlocked votes might be com­ 
mon — or five, as a result of 
pending new legislation in 
Sacramento. 
The reason for speculation as 
to future makeup of the county 
planning body — which of late 


has been regularly reversed by 
the Board of Supervisors — is 
Assembly Bill 2378 introduced 
by Assemblyman Gary Hart 
(D) Santa Barbara. 
The bill introduced last sum­ 
mer by Hart following a resolu­ 
tion by the Santa Barbara 
County supervisors is now com­ 
ing before the Assembly Local 
Government Committee. 
If enacted, it would remove 
the nine-member maximum 
and allow at least five commis­ 
sioners It would also give the 
supervisors the option of setting 
up a 10-member commission. 
Jam es 
R ick a rd , 
ad­ 
ministrative assistant to Super­ 
visor Kallman. will testify in 
regard to the bill at the As­ 
sembly committee hearing in 
Sacramento. In brief he will 
present the view that the super­ 
visors should each have the 
same number of commission 
appointees 
Rickard will inform the com­ 
mittee that a planning commis­ 
sioner costs Santa Barbara 
County at least $3.000 a year, or 
about $63 a meeting The com­ 
mission meets Wednesdays and 
averages about 48 meetings a 
year. 
Ten members might cause 
undue congestion in the Plann­ 
ing Commission hearing room 
where nine members now seem 
crowded, in addition to the un­ 
comfortable result of having 
deadlocked votes. 
Kallman’s office is said to 
feel that this may be the oppor­ 
tune time to go to five 
members, regardless, as pre­ 
sent legislation also allows that 
number as minimum. 
It is pointed out commission 


chairman John Adam Jr. is 
reported to be considering run­ 
ning for Santa Maria City Coun­ 
cil. 
In addition, Mrs 
Zita 
Nielsen, of Solvang, is due to 
lose her seat as Third District 
representative from Santa 
Ynez Valley in a few weeks 
when redistricting will place 
the valley in the Fourth 
District. The district already 
has two commission ap­ 
pointees 


Also, the county rumor fac­ 
tory has it that Robert Lilley, 
veteran commissioner from 
Lompoc Valley, may be giving 
up his position as one of the two 
Fourth District appointees, to 
run for supervisor — provided 
the 
incum bent, 
Board 
Chairman Francis H. Beattie, 
decides to retire in 1976. 


The nine-member commis­ 
sion came into being years ago 
when it was seen that four of 
the five supervisorial districts 
represented much more county 
territory than did the Second 
District, which was centered in 
the city of Santa Barbara But 
of late, the Second District has 
been extended into Goleta 
Valley — first into an area 
north of Highway 101 and now is 
getting additionally, the Hope 
Ranch area of the valley.

nationalize the world’s third 
largest oil exporting industry 
Thursday in a billion dollar deal 
involving nearly 40 American 
and other foreign oil com­ 
panies. 
Venezuelan president Carlos 
Andres Perez will officially 
mark the takeover by hoisting 
the country’s yellow, blue and 
red flag at the foot of a 61-year- 
old wildcat well symbolizing 
Venezuela’s start as a major oil 
exporter 
The ceremony ends two years 
of intense negotiations 
Under the terms of the 
takeover, the companies will 
receive $1 billion for their ex­ 
propriated holdings. They will 
provide technical assistance to 
the state-run industry and 
purchase its crude and refined 
oil products. 
Perez’s Democratic Action 
party has been the driving force 
behind steady state encroach­ 
ment on foreign oil companies 
since 1945. 
When he announced nationali­ 
zation of the industry last 
March, the state was already 
collecting 97 per cent of profits 
earned by the companies and 
closely controlling all their ac­ 
tivities.

The Buckeyes are 14-point choices 
to repeat their win over UCLA in 
October and a victory in the 62nd 
New Year’s Day classic would give 
them their first national cham­ 
pionship since 1968. 
“ It’s a great feeling playing four 
years of varsity ball,” said Griffin, 
“ but do you realize we’ve never had 
a national championship in those 
other three years? More than any­ 
thing else, I want a national cham­ 
pionship.” 
Griffin will be appearing in his 
fourth straight Rose Bowl game. 
Southern California beat the 
Buckeyes in two of those games and 
won a national championship each 
time. 
“ Sure I want to win the national 
title,” said Woody Hayes, who is 
making his eighth Rose Bowl ap­ 
pearance. “ I wouldn’t still be in 
coaching if I didn’t have goals like 
that.” 


The Big Ten champions from 
Columbus will take an 11-0 record 
against UCLA, a team they blitzed 
41-20 at the Los Angeles Coliseum 
Oct. 4. In Griffin, they have the only 
man in history ever to win two 
Heisman Trophies. 


Since making his college debut 
against Iowa as a freshman in 1972, 
he has rushed for 5,496 yards and has 
caught passes for another 338 yards. 
He has 28 career t(Michdowns. 


UCLA goes into the contest with 
an 8-2-1 record, including a 25-22 win 
over Southern California in its last 
regular season start to tie California 
for the Pacific-8 title to get here. 
It’s the Bruins’ first Rose Bowl ap­ 
pearance in 10 years. 


“ We held Ohio State in awe the 
first time we played them,” said 
Bruins’ second-year coach Dick 
Vermeil. “ We assumed we couldn’t 
do some of our normal things 
because we had so much respect for 
them. In the second half, we went to 
those things. We ran right at them. 
We found out we could move the 
ball. So I think we can beat any team 
now.”

Ringtail on the loose 


raids offices nightly 


One of California's most secretive 
animals - the ringtail - is sharing office 
space rent-free with Department of Fish 
and Game personnel in Long Beach, but no 
one has caught a glimpse of it since it es­ 
caped from a cage on Dec. 12. 
The ringtail does its work at night while 
the wardens and biologists are sleeping, 
and vice versa 
So far — except for a few incidents — 
the arrangement has worked quite well, 
although the wardens have done their best 
to recapture the sm all raccoon-like 
animal. 
Twice it has been caught in a live-trap. 
twice it has escaped, probably unaware 
that the goal of the wardens is to release it 
in the high desert where ringtails are 
known to exist. 
Such was not the case when it was 
originally picked up on the San Fedro 
docks Dec. 11. At that time, the intention 
was to turn it over to the Natural History 
Museum of Los Angeles County to be used 
for study. 
Ringo had other ideas. He escaped while 
being fed by secretary Carol Morgan and 
fled to the space between the ceiling and 
roof, am ong the h eating and air- 
conditioning equipment. He has been there 
ever since except for midnight forays 
into the Fish and Game offices for food 
and games. 
At first pickings were slim. A stuffed 
mallard in biologist Jim St. Amant’s office 
lost a wing, and librarian Patricia Powell 
was horrified to discover her prized buf- 
flehead breastless one morning. Several 
offices were ransacked. 
Warden Lt. Greg Laret decided to put 
his skill and cunning against Ringo by in­ 
stalling a live trap, Ringo was an easy 
winner, skipping in and out of the trap 
with ease and carrying away several help­ 
ings of a well-known dogfood. 
Ringo’s prospects grew brighter as 
Christmas approached 
First, a road kill ringtail was discovered 
in a freezer, and Dr Kenneth Stager of the 


museum understanding^ agreed to accept 
the substitute. Now Ringo wasn’t going to 
end up a study skin. 
Secondly, the office, as are most offices 
during the holiday season, was filled with 
cookies and candy brought in by the 
secretaries. 
The cookies were fine. Ringo ate what 
he wanted and stashed others in every 
nook and cranny he could find, preparing 
himself for a long winter The candy was 
something else Ringo tried some and dis­ 
carded the pieces in the statistical sec­ 
tion's IBM cards It makes for a sticky 
situation, acknowledges Leo Pinkas. 
senior marine biologist in charge 
Meanwhile other food supplies arrived 
daily. Carol Morgan, who feels responsible 
for Ringo. has set out some chicken necks, 
apples and dog meat for midnight snacks. 
They all disappear, either cached away for 
future use or eaten on the spot 
Lt. Laret continues to set traps but with 
continued lack of success It begins to look 
as if Ringo is a permanent resident. 
It may work out quite well. 
Ringtails are known for their skill in 
catching mice. In early days in California 
miners often kept ringtails in their cabins 
as pets 
Today, however, ringtails are protected 
and it is illegal to possess them. 
In his booklet, Furbearers of California, 
George Seymour describes ringtails as 
“ beautiful little animals, a little larger 
than a gray squirrel and with a tail nearly 
as long as the body The tail is ringed with 
seven white bands and seven incomplete 
black bands and has a fur tip. 
“The ringtail’s broad head, sharp muz­ 
zle and large eyes gives its face, a fox-like 
appearance and its eyes are large. It is ex­ 
tremely agile and its cat-like feet, equip­ 
ped with sharp claws, enable it to run up 
and down trees and scale rough-surfaced 
walls." 
In his case, Ringo is driving a few 
wardens up the wall with him. 
Happy New Year, Ringo.

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Scott asked oil payments; 
told 'pipeline cut off' 


WASHINGTON (UP I) 
Senate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott requested payments from 
a Gulf Oil lobbyist but was told 
"his pipeline had been cut off 
by the Watergate scandal, a 
court-ordered report says 
The report confirmed earlier 
investigations showing that 
since 1960 Gulf used money 
from a subsidiary to finance il­ 
legal contributions to cam­ 
paigns of Richard Nixon, 
Lyndon Johnson, Hubert 
Humphrey and other political 
figures 
Hut it said the full extent of 
these contributions probably 
cannot be told until the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission and the Watergate 
special prosecutor complete 
their investigations. 


The report, filed Tuesday 
with the SEC and U S District 
Court, was written by a com­ 
mittee headed by John McCloy, 
a New York lawyer who was as­ 
sistant defense secretary dur- 


ing World War II and U S high 
commissioner in Germany 
after the war McCloy has no 
connection with Gulf 
Faced with SEC charges of 
making illegal campaign con­ 
tributions in the United States 
and payments to foreign 
government officials in excess 
of $10 million. Gulf agreed to a 
consent order 
Under the order, it neither 
denied nor admitted the 
charges, but the court directed 
the company to appoint a com­ 
mittee to write a report. 
It is against federal law for a 
corporation to contribute to 
federal candidates. 
Most details about the 
domestic political contributions 
were made public in sworn 
statements the SEC filed in 
federal court in connection with 
its investigation of Gulf and its 
former chief lobbyist, Claude 
Wild Jr 
Those documents indicated 
Gulf paid Scott more than 
$80,000 in nine years But the 
Alaska oil leases 
find opposition 


report disclosed for the first 
time that Scott allegedly asked 
for more after the Senate and 
the 
special 
Watergate 
prosecutor had begun investiga­ 
tions of ilbgal contributions in 
the 1972 presidential campaign 
"Wild apparently told the 
senator that he could not 
provide money any longer, but 
the senator seemed unable to 
understand why 
"The matter was left that 
they would talk again around 
Christmas of that year The 
senator renewed his request at 
that time, and Wild repeated 
that there were no longer any 
funds and that his pipeline had 
been cut off," the report said 
Scott has denied 
receiving 
money from Gulf, either for 
campaign contributions or for 
personal use. 
Shortly after the first dis­ 
closures in November, Scott, 
75. announced he would not seek 
re-election in 1976 but said he 
had made that decision five 
years ago and that it had 
nothing to do with Gulf. 
The committee said it was 
unable to unravel Gulf's slush 
fund activities despite its 
seven-month investigation. 


WASHINGTON (UP I) 
Federal, state and local agen­ 
cies have opposed more than 
half the suggested area for of­ 
fshore oil and gas leases in 
Alaska, the Bureau of Land 
Management reports. 


The BLM said Tuesday oil 
companies show "high interst" 
in bidding on 433 tracts totaling 
2,136,135 acres in the lower 
Cook Inlet, from among 2 3 
million acres the Interior 
Department planned to offer 
for lease in 1976 


But the land agency said it 
has heard opposition to more 
than half the suggested 
acreage, from wildlife, fishing 
and environment agencies and 
groups 


The BLM said the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and the 
National Marine Fisheries Ser­ 
vice oppose leases in some of 
the lands of the 235-mile bay. 
Other opposition has come from 
Alaska's Department of En­ 
vironmental 
Conservation, 
which said earthquakes could 
cause big oil spilh. 
Commercial fishing interests 
in Homer, Alaska, objected to 
some of the lease suggestions 
because development could 
hinder their crab and halibut 
fishing 


The BLM said there has been 
no decision yet to lease the of­ 
fshore lands. First, an en­ 
vironmental impact statement 
has to be prepared, then there 
will be public hearings, a final 
impact statement, and a deci­ 
sion on the leases 
Companies that have said 
they are interested in bidding 
are Gulf Oil. Marathon Oil, Get­ 
ty Oil, Exxon, Louisiana I^and 
and Exploration. Atlantic 
Richfield, Depco, Mobil Oil, 
Shell Oil. Union Oil, Oil 
Development Co. of Texas. 
Texas Gulf, Phillips Petroleum. 
Cities Service, Standard of 
California and Amoco Produc­ 
tion Co. 
The Washington Post 
reported in today's editions that 
the BLM plans to announce this 
week it has chosen K17 million 
acres for possible leases off the 
New England coast, despite 
energy companies’ having said 
they are interested in 10 9 
million acres of possible leases 
in the North Atlantic. 
The Post quoted an unnamed 
source as saying the reduction 
in suggested acreage is only 
"the first cut” and more 
acreage may be removed from 
consideration before the first 
sale of oil leases off the East 
Coast 
Meat supplies drop 
during November 


WASHINGTON (UP I) 
Total meat supplies for con­ 
sumers in November dropped 6 
per cent below a year earlier, 
primarily because a 20 per cent 
cut in hog production out­ 
weighed the impact of a 1 per 
cent gain in beef output, the 
Agriculture Department says. 


The agency's monthly 
livestock slaughter report es­ 
timated that overall commer­ 
cial production of meat last 
month totaled nearly 3 billion 
pounds This was 11 per cent 
below production of 3 3 billion 
pounds in October and 6 per 
cent below the 3 2 billion pounds 
produced a year earlier. 


Officials indicated part of the 
decline from a year ago was 
due to the fact that November. 
1975. had one fewer working 
weekday for slaughter plants 
than the same month in 1974 
But the basic cause of the drop 


i 


was the continuing low level of 
pork production which totaled 
only 904 million pounds last 
month, M) per cent below a year 
earlier and 3 per cent below Oc­ 
tober 
Pork production has been 
running at the lowest level in at 
least a decade because hog 
farmers cut output sharply ear­ 
ly this year when a poor 1974 
corn crop sent feed costs up In 
recent months, farmers have 
been increasing production of 
baby pigs which will reach the 
supermarket beginning next 
summer, but recent surveys 
show the rate of increase is fall­ 
ing short of expectations. 
Beef production in November 
was estimated at nearly 2 
billion pounds, up I per cent 
from a year earlier although 13 
per cent below October, and 
veal production of 77 million 
pounds in November was 60 per 
cent above a vear earlier

Author of paperback originals 
finds it's working very well 


LOS ANGELES fUPI) - To 
author Leland Cooley, making 
money and new friends mean 
selling his books in a supermar­ 
ket 


And so far, he's made a lot of 
both 


Cooley, television produccr- 
tumed-writer, is one of the few 
established hardcover book 
authors to switch to paperback 
originals And according to the 
amiable author, it’s working 
out pretty well 


Cooley, who was the producer 
of the Emmy-winning “ Perry 
Como Show" for six years in 
the 1950s. quit his $100,000-a- 
year job in New York and 
bought a hilltop home in the ar­ 
tist colony of Laguna Beach, 
Calif., where he has been turn­ 
ing out best-selling novels and 
non-fiction works for the past 15 
years 
Some of his books include 
“The Run for Home,” “God’s 
High Table,” “ The Richest 
P oor F o l k s ” and “ Pr e- 
Meditated Murder” 
The first of Cooley’s books to 
appear originally in paperback 
form in a supermarket was 
“California,” a historical novel 
that is required reading in some 
of the state’s school districts. 
The success of “California” 
has made Cool#*y believe super­ 
markets “are the new literary 
establishment.” 
“The shopper can nourish 
both the body and mind at the 
same time.” 
Most of Cooley’s 14 books (a 
15th is coming out next year) 
were originally hardbound, and 
it wasn’t until an enterprising 
young publisher, Peter Mayer 
of Avon Books in New York, ex-

plained the merits of going ex­ 
clusively into paperback that 
the 63-year-old author decided 
to take a chance and make the 
switch 


Cooley said by bypassing the 
hardcover edition, the publisher 
not only gets into the black 
quicker, but he makes more 
money, too 


“After ’California’ came out. 
I discovered it was more fun to 
be solvent than distinguished,” 
he chuckled. 
A book has to be more than 
good to sell It has to have good 


distribution and promotion. 
Before Cooley's paperback 
change, he had to go through a 
series of sotrial literary teas 
and gatherings to promote his 
books That has changed Now, 
he visits distributors’ ware­ 
houses a crack after dawn to 
talk to the driver-dealers who 
service his book outlets — 
supermarkets, chain drug sto­ 
res, liquor stores and other dis­ 
tribution points. 
Sales of “ C alifornia” in 
supermarkets and other non­ 
hardcover outlets were 30 suc­ 
cessful that Cooley is coming 
out with another book, “The Art 
C o l o n y , ” whi ch will be 
promoted the same way. 
The book is an attempt to 
depict the ups and downs of a 
26-year-old artist and the com­ 
promises artists must make in 
order to sell their goods and 
become successful. 
Cooley jokingly attributes his 
success at the supermarkets to 
“finally learning how to write.” 
But on the serious side, he ad­ 
mits his fans have followed him 
to the checkout stand. 
“When suddenly Cooley came

out with ‘California.’” he said. 
“1 had a building audience to go 
from, plus merchandising 


“ It’s made me half a million 
friends and lots of money” 


Cooley doesn’t think he’ll 
ever come out with another 
hardcover original 


“ I made a lot of friends in 
their sm all price bracket 
(paperbacks),’’ he said. “ Befo­ 
re, I would get ’0,0(Ю to 15,000 
readers in hardcover Now I get 
half a million-plus 
“What has happened now is a 
revolution in retailing of books 
Inflated costs have simply put 
hardcovers out of reach of the 
average person.” 
Most readers now wait until a 
paperback version of a book 
comes out before buying it. and 
Cooley says “ I have no inten­ 
tion of having them wait,”

Back in 1971, we began an FBI-style in­ 
vestigation of the almighty Hoover This 
included a watch on his garbage. Our 
purpose was merely to burlesque the 
FBI's own tactics. For 
the FBI ch ief had 
taught his agents to 
search 
a 
su b ject’s 
trash for the key to his 
true character 
We solem nly con­ 
cluded from our Great 
Garbage Caper that 
Hoover suffered from 
gas pains. It was un­ 
settling. we agreed, to 
think of a living legend 
having gas on his 
s t o m a c h 
But 
the 
evidence was indisputable: his garbage 
disclosed that he dined on such fare as 
crab bisque, sliced onions and pepper­ 
mint stick ice cream, followed by Gelusil 
antacid pills. 
The great G-man. mindful of his 
responsibility as an American folk hero, 
was careful never to be seen drinking in 
public. But his tn sh revealed that he tip­ 
pled at home, witn a preference for Jack 
Daniels Black Label whiskey. 
Such irreverent revelations, we have 
been informed reliably, caused Hoover 
to roar with rage He began pondering 
counterm easures and seized upon a 
secret weapon to thwart our garbage 
raids 
The incurable curmudgeon passed on 
the word to his subordinates that he 
wanted a garbage compactor, which 
could squeeze his garbage into an in­ 
separable unsearchable block.

The practice was also extended to 
Hoover’s No. 2 man, the late Clyde 
Tolson, who felt he should be honored 
with expensive gifts, too. His subor­ 
dinates collected hundreds of dollars to 
buy furniture for his apartment. 
On one occasion, the furniture mis­ 
takenly was hauled into the Justice 
Department courtyard at the same time 
some New York Post reporters were 
roaming through the FBI office. 
The subordinates deathly feared the 
reporters would notice the furniture and 
start asking questi ons 
But they 
overlooked the loaded truck which, un­ 
der the cover of darkness, eased away 
from the FBI grounds and delivered the 
free furniture to Tolson’s apartment. 
It should be added, in fairness, that the 
present FBI director, Clarence Kelley, 
has sternly discouraged any gifts from 
his agents. 
NUCLEAR 
NEWS: 
The F ederal 
Energy Administration has just con­ 
cluded a controversial, computerized 
study disputing President Ford on 
nuclear power. 
The President 
contends that the 
United States must have 100 to 125 
nuclear plants to service in 1985 to 
reduce our dependence upon foreign oil. 
The FEA study, however, strongly 
suggests that the nation won’t need 
nuclear energy after all. The calcula­ 
tions are based on FEA projections of 
fuel costs and needs in 1985 
Without nuclear energy, the study 
shows, the country would have to mine 
huge quantities of coal but would not 
have to increase oil imports significant­ 


ly. 


“ A nationwide nuclear moratorium,” 
combined with a gradual phase-out of ex­ 
isting plants, would mean “a 31 per cent 
increase” in coal consumption by 1985 
above the increases already projected, 
the study declares. 
This would mean doubling the present 
coal production, which is now more than 
the President called for in his original 
“Project Independence” speech. Here 
are other points which the study makes: 
— Without a nuclear moratorium, the 
increased flow of nuclear energy would 
bring a drop in oil imports by 1985 But 
even if nuclear plant construction is 
stopped to avoid the radioactive risks, 
“ the largest impact on oil imports is a 
2.4 per cent increase” over the projected 
1985 figures. 
— “Natural gas consumption is essen­ 
tially nobaffected” by the nuclear out­ 
look. 
— In case of a moratorium, electric 
prices would go up 6.4 per cent and coal 
prices would increase 6.2 per cent by 
1985 above th e in c r e a se already 
pi ojected 
TTie study was prepared for FEA of­ 
ficials who testified in California against 
the move by som e voters to force a 
statewide moratorium on nuclear con­ 
struction. But the parts of the study, 
casting doubts on President Ford’s 
nuclear position, were omitted from the 
FEA testimony. 
Footnote: FEA officials say the report 
is an early draft, which has been totally 
revised because it makes “false assump­ 
tions.” They contend the study doesn’t 
take into consideration clean-air restric­ 
tions on coal nor the difficulty of doubl­ 
ing coal production in 10 years.

Pans were banged and the 
fellow who lived next door, being an 
armed security agent, would always fire 
several shots in the air, much to our dis- 
approvement. We never had to worry 
about what the neighbors would think, 
however. They were all there. 
Those days are memories. Many of our 
former neighbors are now grandparents. 
Nearly all have moved from Boer 
Avenue. 
We wonder tonight what Boer Avenue 
is doing.
